Notes and News. 


TRUSTEES.—The Rev. F. K. Freeston, a Trustee since 1889, and Mr. 
seorge Armstrong have resigned. Mr. Sydney Martineau and the Rey. 
), Basil Martin, M.A., have been elected in their place. 


We regret to record the death of two former Trustees in Dr. J. 
istlin Carpenter and Dr. Philip H. Wicksteed. Though neither was a 
‘rustee at the time of his death it is impossible to issue this number of 
he Bulletin without a reference to their connection with the Trust. 


Dr. Wicksteed was elected a Trustee in 1875, almost immediately on 
is settling in London, he was many years chairman of the Library Com- 
nittee, and had been Senior Trustee for ten years, when he finally retired 
rom the Trust in 1921. 


Dr. Carpenter was elected only three months later, in January, 1876, 
nd though he resigned in 1891, when Manchester College moved to Oxford, 
e never lost his interest in the Trust and Library, and as recently as last 
farch gave valuable assistance to the Library Committee on a question 
f book selection. 


AGE OF ADMISSION.—The Trustees have determined, after careful 
onsideration and with no smail regret, to raise the age limit for admission 
9 the Library of new readers from eighteen to twenty-one years. 


It must be borne in mind that the Library is, and always has been, 
rimarily a theological library, intended for the use of ministers of religion, 
nd other persons of post-graduate status, engaged in the study of theology, 
ecclesiastical history, comparative religion, and kindred subjects. 


Of late years the Trustees have been fortunately able to do much more 
aan was formerly possible to help the undergraduate student of secular 
istory and literature. But as a result of post-War financial conditions 
1ey find that it is no longer possible to continue this help, except at the 
epense of that section of the Library and of its readers, which they feel 
1ould be their first concern. 


The new regulation comes into operation at midsummer of the present 
ear.

PusBiic LIBRARIES COMMITTEE REpoRT.—The event of the year in the 
Library world has been the presentation to Parliament in May, by the President 
of the Board of Education, of the Departmental Committees’ Report on 
Public Libraries in England and Wales. The Report envisages a compre- 
hensive scheme consisting of a system of borough and county libraries 
acting as distributing agencies all over the country, linked up with a central 
library in London. The central library would act (as the present Central 
Library for Students is already doing on a comparatively modest scale) 
partly as a repository for expensive or rarely needed books which the local 
libraries cannot be expected to afford money or shelf-space for, partly as an 
information bureau or exchange agency. It would be in touch with Special 
Libraries, learned societies and so on, would be able to trace the whereabouts 
of books, and either borrow from, or put the student into direct touch with, 
such institutions. It is easy to see how such a scheme will affect the future 
scope and position of this library. The needs of the general student of history 
and literature will be supplied by the local libraries, working in conjunction 
with the central library. Relieved of this side of its work the Library will 
be able to devote itself more and more thoroughly to Theology and Philosophy, 
and it is for help in this direction that the local and central libraries will 
look tousinthe main. It is significant that the decision taken by the Trustees 
in the Spring, and announced in the June Bulletin, to raise the age limit 
for admission from 18 to 21 years, arrived at expressly in order to discourage 
the junior student of secular history and literature, and leave the Trustees 
freer to help students of theology, ecclesiastical history, comparative religion 
and philosophy, has been accepted without protest. No more satisfactory 
evidence could be found that in adopting this policy the Trustees are, in 
fact, bringing the Library into line with the needs of the Library world as 
4 whole. ; 7
